MANY TRAINS ARE S TALLED 


CHICAGO. Feb. 23— Colder tem ­ 
perature today brought more suffer­ 
ing in the wake of the severe wind 
and snow storm that paralyzed traf­ 
fic in the m iddle west Sunday. 
All 
trains, except those from the north 
tonight w ere 
reported 
from 
three 
hours to more than a day late. 
The 
Wabash 
railroad 
announced 
that 
three trains from St. Louis had been 
cancelled and that until the wind 
stops pilin g snow upon the tracks, 
no trains can be put through. 
One 
Santa Fe train from California ap­ 
peared for a time to be lost. 
This 
it was said, 
was due not to the 
storm in the west, but to the Hoods 
which prevented trains from getting 
out of California. 
Asked about the 
train 
due 
from 
the Pacific Coast 
today, officials finally said it m ight 
reach here Thursday. 
Later it was 
announced that the train left Los 
Angeles today. 
The therm om eter here registered 
from 12 to 16 degrees and a wind 
velocity of 3 8 m iles an hour. 
T o­ 
morrow will be cold, according to 
the weather bureau and Wednesday 
the tem perature is expected to rise. 
More than thousand applications for 
fuel were filled by tho county agent 
and nearly as many more applicants 
for food 
were satisfied

United States w eather :bureau pre­ 
dicted tile temperature would drop to 
zero by morning on either side of the 
Vlississippi river.

“ Justice does not require,’’ he de­ 
clared, “ and the people do not want 
in uend oes and covert attacks whose 
on ly purpose is possibly to glorify the 
investigator, to answer so m e parti­ 
san ends and through suggestion and 
lnuedo to drive men to distraction, 
catastrophe aud ruin. 
If our pres­ 
en t system of inquisitorial investi­ 
gation 
continues, only 
those 
men 
w ho are incapable of appreciating or 
are insensible to, such m alicious at­ 
tack s will seek public office.’’ 
A s a result of investigations the 
governor said, the highway depart­ 
m ent already is demoralized and its 
records are scattered throughout the 
state. 
This he added, is only what I 
m ay be expected in other depart­ 
m e n t s if the present system of in­ 
quiry continues. 
“ There are now seven living judg­

Vice­ 
president Marshall laid a wreath on 
the tomb of Washington at Mt. Ver­ 
non 
and 
returning 
to 
Alexandria 
joined the president and mem bers 
of th© cabinet and Governor Stew ­ 
art o f Virginia in watching the pa­ 
rade. 
B esides the fraternal 
organiza­ 
tions of the city, the fire com panies 
of A ncient and Modern Equipm ent 
and floats showing scenes of colon­ 
ial days, the army and navy took 
a 
prom inent part in the pageant. 
W eather conditions Interfered con­ 
siderably 
with the plans of the pa­ 
gea n t and at times th© ice in the 
river 
made 
landings 
difficult.

se* med a somewhat hazardous trip 
for the president to make in view 
of 
his susceptibility to colds, 
but 
he was in excellent health today and 
arrangem ents were such that expos­ 
ure was reduced to a minimum.

Act Quickly 


The blizzard which raged not only 
iii Jacksonville but through this and 
surrounding states Sunday and Mon­ 
day was the principal theme of con­ 
versation. 
The drifted streets, in ­ 
terrupted train 
service, 
damaged 
wires, and kindred accompaniments 
of the storm made older residents 
at least, refer iii memory and co n ­ 
versation 
lo various other winter 
dates which stand out boldly in his­ 
tory. 
Among the memorable storms 
which thus became topics of inter­ 
est Monday were the 
deep 
snow 
which began Dec. 3 0, 1830; tile su d ­ 
den freeze wJhich beyan Dec. 7, 1836; 
the severe snow storms of F e b r u ­ 
ary 1854 and January and F e b r u ­ 
ary 1855; 
the blizzard of Jan. 
2, 
1 864; that of 1881; the cold win­ 
ter of 1 88 4-85; 
and 
the severely 
cold weather of Feb. 1905. 
It is related th at during the deep 
snow which began Dec. 3<0, 183 0, the 
flakes stood on a level of three feet. 
Toward the evening of the second 
day rain began to fall but within a 
few hours there was a lower tem ­ 
perature and then several inches of 
very fine snow fell upon the icy cov­ 
ering of the snowy mass below. 
A 
strong northwest wind was blowing 
and for weeks it is said that the av­ 
erage tem perature was 12 
below 
zero. The snow, to an average depth 
of three feet and iii many ploces 
drifted 15 and 20 feet high, stayed 
on the ground for 9 weeks. 
On the night of the sudden freeze, 
I lee. 20, 1836 the thermometer with­ 
in a few hours time changed from 
60 above to 20 below zero, 
(thick­ 
ens were frozen in the ice as they 
walked about in the slushy snow so 
sudden was the change, 
A Story of Mr. McKlfresh. 
The late Dr. William McKendree 
McKlfresh had vivid recollections of 
this -sudden change in the weather 
and used to tell many stories, some 
of 
which 
would 
have 
been 
a 
little hard to believe if they had 
come from a less reliable source. 
‘‘We had been out attending to the 
chores, my brother Greenberry and 
I,” ho said, " and we went into a 
sort of su m m e r kitchen to wash our 
hands and faces before going into 
the house. I went. in first and pump­ 
ed a basin full of water hurriedly 
washed niv hands and face and then 
just for a boyish trick threw’ the 
■water up high in the air toward the 
roof of this su m m e r kitchen which 
was really an uncoiled shed. 
The 
atmosphere was so cold that as I 
threw’ the water Into the air it was 
instantaneously 
frozen 
and 
little 
pieces of ice fell to the floor all 
about me.” 
Another favorite story which Dr. 
McKlfresh used to tell, related to 
this same period. 
The story seem­ 
ed to delight Dr. McKlfresh espec­ 
ially because the conduct it describ­ 
ed w’as hardly In line with his de­ 
vout spirit of later years. 
"In our 
family circle we always had m o rn ­ 
ing prayer and I remember that tho 
winter of the year of the 
sudden 
freeze was one in which our larder 
was not as well stocked with g a m e 
as was usually the case. 
One cold 
winter morning as we knelt about 
the living room 
during 
father’s 
somewhat lengthy prayer, boy like 
while I had my head bowed I never­ 
theless had one eye open and was 
watching the snow 
flakes 
flying 
thickly in the air outside. 
While I 
was thus engaged what should I see 
alight within range of the window’ 
but a fine looking wild turkey. 
I 
didn’t suppose that anyone else saw’ 
the bird and great was my surprise 
when a moment later my father who 
was kneeling near another window- 
seized a rifle which was in a nearby 
corner, raised the window sash and 
sent flying a bullet 
which 
made 
sure the turkey would find a place 
upon our table. 
Then he devoutly 
resumed his prayer and Included a 
word of thanksgiving for the fowl 
wh’ch had happened along so o p ­ 
portunely. 
I have n^ver forgotten 
Hie incident itself and it Imrresscd 
me too by association with a vast 
amount of cold weather that yaar.'* 
The IKh'|» Snow of Hi; to. 
Dr. J. M. Sturtevant once describ­ 
ed the deep snow as folowi: 
“ In the Interval between Christ­ 
mas 1830 and New Year’s day snow 
fell all over central Illinois to the 
depth of fully three feet on a level 
Then came a rain with weather so 
cold that It froze as it fell forming 
a crust of Ice over this threw feet of 
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built and yet our supply of fuel for 
the winter was not as is more com­ 
monly the case now piled at our 
doors* before the beginning of win­ 
ter. 
Our corn was in the field over 
which this covering of snow was 
spread and to a great extent the 
w heat for our bread was in stacks in 
a like condition. 
Snow- paths could 
not be broken after the New E n g ­ 
land fashion. 
There a few hours of 
wind blows all the snow from expos­ 
ed places and deposits 
it in valleys 
and behind hills 
where the wind 
cannot reach it. A little energy with 
oxen and sled will break out a road 
and there will be no more trouble 
until the next snow storm. 
In this 
level country there is no end to the 
drifting as long as the snow lasts 
and the wind blows. 
The only way 
py w hich snow paths w-ere made were 
by going as nearly as w-e could in 
the same place until the snow’ was 
finally trodden b a r d and rounded 
up like a turn pike. 
Nine [Weeks Sleighing. 
“ The snow fall produced constant 
sleighing for nine weeks and when 
at last warm rain and sunshine p r e ­ 
vailed about the first of March melt­ 
ing of snow from 
fields and u n ­ 
trodden places roads remained 
as 
lines of ice which disappeared but. 
gradually. 
We had no railways then 
nor any dream of having them and 
our mail communications with the 
rest of the world for several weeks 
was cut off. 
We in those days had 
only one mail a week and that on 
horseback from Springfield and to 
bring that through such snow r e ­ 
quired more energy than mail boys 
of that time had mastered. 
I can 
not say after all t h a t in town there 
was any serious a m o u n t of suffering. 
We did get food and fuel and a good 
deal of fun and frolic out of the 
deep snow’, though at the expense of 
not a few frozen ears, noses and 
faces. 
Rut the loss to the farm in 
stock and crops wan considerable. 
Some varieties of wild game were 
nearly exterminated. 
Deer were en­ 
tirely unable to protect themselves 
from the dogs and the huntsm en.” 
Mr. Foreman's R ecollections. 
Mr. Anderson F o r e m a n in Kames’ 
historic Morgan, said of its quick 
freeze, ‘‘In 1836 th e cold w’ave and 
quick freeze o c c u rre d . 
The cold 
wave traveled at the rate of 70 miles 
an hour. 
Before th e wave came it 
had been thawing and raining and 
the geese and ducks swimming and 
bathing in the ponds and puddles 
of water froze w hen struck by the 
cold wave, and were taken into the 
house to have their wings, feet and 
feathers relieved of the ice circles. 
The wagon wheels w’hen they ceas­ 
ed to roll froze to the ground and 
animals and birds of many kinds 
froze to death from far and near. 
Men in soma instances who were out 
in the open prairie killed their hor­ 
ses and after 
dlsembowling 
them 
crawled inside and th u s saved their 
own lives. 
The cold winter of 1884-85 was 
marked by one of the longest con­ 
tinued cold stretches dn the history 
of the country. 
F o r 4 0 days in J a n ­ 
uary and February of that year the 
thermometer was zero 
or 
below-. 
W eather records show’ th at In Feb. 
1 854 there was a 
fall 
of 
snow 
in Chicago and eastward which was 
the heaviest recorded for 23 years 
prior to that time. 
The following 
year about the same time there was 
another very heavy snow’ which ex­ 
tended westward from Chicago. At 
that time railroad 
traffic was so 
blocked that no train moved between 
Chicago and St. Louis for l l days. 
It is related in w eath er annals too 
that in the winter of 1876 and *881 
the snow in several instances was 
so drifted that m a n y residents of 
Jacksonville were compelled to tu n ­ 
nel from their houses out to the 
side walks.” 
■Some years ago th e following rec­ 
ord of weather appeared in the Man­ 
chester Arrow, a paper published at 
that time by J. M. Leighton.

It was said that 2,000 men 
were employed removing the snow 
from the streets and it took quite a 
while to accomplish it. 
In this place some years ago there 
was a deep snow followed 'by rain 
and 
that by (Breezing 
w eather sat 
that a horse could travel on the s u r ­ 
face. 
Circuit court was then due 
in Virginia and I took Judge Bpler 
over there in a sleigh, the horse 
traveling on the surface of the snow 
all the w-ay. 
it w-as co'ld and bright, 
the snow and ice 'glared and we had 
a time scratching up the hils, but 
o u r hors© was shod well and we 
m ade it all right. 
The animal gen­ 
erally had little to do 
but move 
along, as the sleigh moved a 9 if on 
glass. 
Th© people in Virginia were 
som ew hat surprised to see us arriv­ 
ing in th a t way, but we made the , 
trip with little trouble. 
At a n oth e r time we had a similar 
coni'bination of storms and I drove 
the sam© way to Alexander. 
These 
times 
we 
were 
more 
independent 
th a n th e railroads, as many trains 
w’ere stalled in the drifts and none 
were on time. 
The expense to the 
railroads was quite heavy. 
One day more recently there was 
a storm which left the roads a sheet 
of ice. 
My wife and I drove out 
to the residence of C. S. Runnells, 
then near Pisgah, and on the way 
we encountered a lot of hogs and 
shoats at the Bergschneider farm, 
formerly owned by Robert Morri­ 
son. 
The porkers were in the road 
and rail ahead of tis and often would 
slide rapidly on the surface of the 
road and there I told my w-ife, was 
an illustration of the term, “ inde­ 
pendent as a hog on ice.” 
It was about 1850, late in March, 
when we had' a heavy snow quite 
deep. 
A day or two later the weath 
cr turned quite warm and the snow 
rapidly melted. 
Then within th ree 
or four hours, the weather turned 
extremely cold, the mercury going 
to ten below. 
Chicken were caught 
frozen in the ice and similar cir­ 
cumstances were observed in many 
directions. 
I was a student, then in 
Illinois college, and skated all the 
way to the hill and coming back, 
could 'go whizzing down to my home, 
oposite where is now the Congrega 
tionai church. 
T hat winter sounded 
the death knell to the few wild deer 
left iii this vicinity, as they would 
•break through and would he u n a ­ 
ble to get away from hunters. 
Col. 
(leo. M. Chambers and many others 
of this vicinity and county, noted 
hunters, killed a great many deer, 
and venison was plentiful for some 
time.
